That is at least
v own hibits of enjoring travel and ob-
rvation; snd T have abundsnt reason to
elieve that those who follow my wander-
izs find & genial enjoyment in traveling in
ust that sort of ruminative, loitering and
‘together pleasant wav,
Malta’s Peculiar History.
Malta is sneh a very little place that some-
hing like a persounl explanstion is pardon-
able when one refersto its history. And
vei in that history lies nearly all that makes
it worth talking about at all. Ower 1,500
vears before the birth of Christ Malts was
tsken possession of by the Pheenicians, and
they E:id it tor nearly 800 years. The
Greeks, who had founded the important
volony at Svracnse, then made themselves
masters of the island and gave it the name

of Meiita, on neconnt of the delicious
honey obtained there; and Maltese ]:mnf!"“ is
a noted delicaey at this very time. During
the Punic wars the Carthagenians took
Malts and the two contiguous islets of Goroe
and Comino from the Greeks. During the

The Arab races gained dominion of Malia
in 839 About 200 years later the Sicilians
drove out the Saracen rulers and amnexed
the islands of Sieily, under the government
of Boger, the youngest son of Tanered, hero
ot the Crusades. en, in 1194, Fraoce
1ook both Malis sod Sicily from the Nor-

. when, at the massacre of the Sicilian
Vespers in 1283, French supremacy in all
these islands was at an end. They were
seiged by Pedro of Armagon and made a
dependency of Spain for nearly 250 years,

Malta
could not be taken by eombined land and
sea forces, save by the aid of treachery and
famine.

Death Blow to the Enights.

But the suceess of the French Revolntion
was the death blow to the Knights of Malta.
All their property ir Frapce was annexed
to “the ltepr:{:lic‘s demesnes, and French
members of the order were deprived of
citizenship. Bonaparte on his way to
Egypt seized the islands throngh ery,
pillaged Valetta's troasures, and garrisoned
the fortress with 4,000 men. These finally
surrendered to the Maltese and their En-
glizsh allies, having been literally starved
out, on September 4, 18300, By this time
the famous order was distracted and almost
destroved. It was propesed to restore it at
Malta by the treaty of Amiens. ghn ?%;l-
tese le strenuously opposed this e
order:ro:; never re-es'tabll‘ished: and thus
faded from exisience the most heroic band
of knighthood, bulwark of Christianity to
the limit of its need, that ever made re-
splendent the most glorious daysof chivalry.

e seventh article of the treaty of Paris,
signed May 30, 1811, was as follows: “The
Island of Malta, with its dependencies, will
appertain in full authority and sovereignty
to His Britannic Majesty:” and Sir Thomas
Maitland was Malta’s first English Governor.

The three islands contain a ulation
of about 150,000 souls, of which F:qu 100,-
000 are found in the ciiy and suburbs of
Valetta.

The city proper lies along the “tongue”
before allmred td, with most beautiful har-
bors at either side, each in turn faced by the
splendid fortifications and the mﬁllﬁmnt
suburbs rising to the right and left along
the Mediterranean, and back toward the in-
terior of the island

A Series of Stalrways,

Eight eplendid streets, the chie! of which
is Strada Reale at the summit, extend the
whole length, from Si. Elmo to the inner
lines at the Great Roval Gate; the 11
shorter streets intersect these, reaching the
waterside st the east and west beneath
tremendous fortified archways. All these
streets comprise series of stairwavs, ascend-
ing and descending to and from the highest
level of Strada Reale, hewn ont of the
solid rock.

Splendid rows of buildings face the works
along the entire shore of Valetta, witha
carriage weay between, forming one of the
most charncterful and interesting thorough-
fares of the city: while the views from the
countless angles of the bastions—over
the city with its huge flat roofs
and domes; over the shipping of the
harbors bencath, where the flags of all
nations are seen and the waterside folk with
boats of high-peaked stern and prow provide
as quaint groupings as can be found at Ven-
ice; upon the fair villas of distant Sliema
where the rich of Europe pass their winters
in oriental luxuriance; or over the blue
Mediterrauean toward Siecily, where often
old Ftoa's glittering crests may be seen—
stir and theill the stranger wondrously.

All houses of Valetta are of solid stone.
Secarcely any woou has been employed m
construction or interior decoration. Mar-
velsin sfone in all adaptations of utility
and embellishment have resulted. But
every one in some portion possesses the
charming Moresque-Spanish patio or court.
This is supplied with tank, well or fountain,
often in most curious and costiy patterns;
.while balustrades, galleries, arches and
stairwayx furnish the most exquisite exam-
m of Byzantine art in stone. Strads

le, looking upward from near the walls
of Bt. Elmo, isin my judgment the most
beautiful and dream-prompting strest in
the world. It is as though your eyes
upon broad stairs, half shut in and shaded
by films of lace which narrowed, in their
fleecy distance, where yon might step st last
over upon the mvstery of a blue Calabrian

AFTER OLEO DEALERS.

The District Attorney Sends Out a
List of License Holders.

CONSTABLES MUST RETURN THEM.

Attorney McCook Gives the Reasons for

This Procseding.

THE NAMES THAT ARE ON THE ROLL

District Attorney DBurleigh yesterday
sent to every constable in Allegheny
county s list of all persons in this Internal
Revenue Distriect who have taken out an
United States license to sell oleomargarine,
He also instructed each one to return to
court as selling oleomargarine those who
are located in his district. The list was
furnished by Attorney Willis McCook and
according to the ruling of Judge Collier
the constables will have to make the
returns. 1

The Court held that the fact of a person
holding an United States license to sell the
article was prima facia evidence that he was
selling it and therefore violating the State
law prohibiting its sale and enough on
whi& to hold him.

Everything in the Revenus Distriet.

The list includes many names of per-
gons who are not 1 in this county,
but are in this 7revenume distriot
Mr. McCook stated that the move
was not & Law and Order one, and it is being
made in the Criminal Court, whare the fine
$100 for ench offense, goes to the county and
no portion of it to the informer. He went
on to explain that the Pennsylvanialaw pro-
hibits the manufae as well as the sale
of olecomargarine, in this State. In conse-

uence, manufacturers in other States take
the beneflt of it, and under the protection of
the inter-State commerce law ship the arti-
cle into this State, where it is retailed to
oomtlcln&r:.m 'fhm nui‘llsg.a of course, in
not se e origin kages, become
smenable to the Stase law,

To show the extent of the business Mr. Mc-
Cook said that there is shipped into this in-
ternal revenue district at least 1,000,000
]:uhndu of the article a week, on whioch there

s & profit of about 10 cents a pound. This
is a discrimination against those who may
desire 10 manufacture the articls in this

State.

which the now Knights of Malta held sway
over the island aud the vurious br of
the order which aecquired riches and power

in every portion of Christian Europe. No
erder on earth ever attained the same
wealth and influence. The Iatter was
esoretly eourted by monurelis and their aid
in all crusades against Mosiem countries
was invoked. The order was divided into
three classes—the Knights of Justice, the
Chapleins and the Serving Brothers of
Arms. There were besides persons called
Iirothers de Stage or Donats, given distine-
tion by the demi-cross for having served
well in subaltern positions.

Conceived in the purest and most intense
emulstion of Christian chivalry, the order,
pdmitting enlv those of noble blood, and at
s perind when mnobility meant something
yoore than title and inherited possessions,
drew 1nto the commanderies of its eight
“languages’” the very eream of the men
and means of - the entire Christian world.
The chivalrous spirit of the age everywhere
lent wealth, luster and power to the order,
Kings and emperors sent splendid embassies
to its courts. The properties of its com-
mmnderies in  various couniries became
enormous. The votive offeringsat Malta
ware of inealenlable value. And the grand
master of the ondex not only mili-
tary and sbsolute authority over all its
members, but sovereign power and regal
rights over all his subjecta '

From 1551 to 1796, a period of barely two
and a half centuries afier the first settlement
of Malta by the Knights of 8i. John, nearly
all the majestic monuments of their wealth
and power which may be found here to-day,
were resuliant from their military and eo-
clesinstic handiwork; while during the same
brief period were marchaled the events
which have crowned their memory with im-
perishable glory and renown.

Valetta's Mighty Fortifientions,

Most impressive of all remains of their
tremendous power are the colossal fortifica-
tions of Valettaa. When the bandiwork of
man is considered, Gibraltar pales into in-
significance in comparison with Malta,

BUSINESS OF CRIMINAL COUBL

Some"of Those Arralgned Plead Guilty and
Others Are Convicted,
In the Criminal Court yesterday one case

was speedily disposed of. Wililam Buckley,
who was on Thursday acquitted of larceny,
though his two companions who were in-
dieted with him pleaded guilty, was beld by
order of Judge Collier, who directed that
another information be made against him.
It was made yesterday and he was at once
given a hearing by Magistrate Gripp, held
for court, indiotea by the grand jnry und in
the afternoon again tried before Judge
Collier, and this time convicted.
